The King alſo coined great ſtore of filuer and of gold,on which 
he quartered with his owne the Armes of France in the firſt g 
and inſtamped him thereon king of Eagland and of France. He al- 
ſo prepared a flect of two hundred Saile of Ships, and chroughly 
appointed them to the proofe, and then hee leuied an Army often 
thouſand ſeleted men of warre; all which he embarqued:and pal- 
ſing with them towards Sluce, he fortunatcly mer with the French 
Fleet, which(confiſting of Frenchmen, Picards, Genowayes,and o- 


mong which, were they who not only had robbed andrifled many 
Engliſh Merchants on the narrow Seas,butalſo had burned South- 
hampton andthe Countrics thereabour(as lately you haue heard.) 
The king being full of magnanimity and valour, reſolute in his 
purpoſes, and reckoning of the French as of his ſubieRs and inferi- 
ours in Armes, eſpecially vpon the Seas, and hoping by his good 
ſucceſle, not onely to winne honour among the Princes 8& States 
of his confederacy,and purpoſing, if he might, to ſtrike aterror in 
the French Nation concerning thoſe warres, ſet vpon their whole 
Nauie with ſuch an incomparable courage and bold ſpirit, that af- 
ter along, a fierce, and a bloudy fight, very few or none of the 
French ſhips eſcapcd, but were (by him) either taken or ſunke into 
the Sea. 

T he king on his part having reccived but little loſſe, his priſo- 
ners he ſent into England, but himſclte (the next day) landed at 
Sluce,where he was triumphantly recceiued by the Inhabitants and 
Countrey,who (wich great ioy and infinite commendations) con- 
gratulated his happy and victorious ſucceſle. 

And from thence he rode to Gaunt where his Queene lay. And 
about the ſpace of one moneth after, he (being accompanied with 
ſcucn Earles, eight Biſhops, cight and twenty Baronets, two hun- 
dred Knights, toure thouſand men of Armes, and nine thouſand 
Archers of his owne Nation, and with the Duke of Brabant,who 
commanded twenty thouſand of his followers : and with [4qses 
Dartaelithe famous Fleming, who conducted threeſcore thouſand 
men of thoſe Prouinccs : and with the Duke of Guelders,the Mar- 
queſſe of Muſegthe Earls of Tullers, Mouns, Sauiens, 8 of Henault, 
the Lord Fe/quemont,and many thouſand Almaines : He ſtrongly 
beſieged the Ciry Tournay , which was with great reſolution and 
valour manfully def for the ſpace of ten weekeszinall which 
time the French king appeared not for their defence. Bur (by the

Bur king Edward, ſcorning to bee 
checked by the lawleſle diſobedience, and infolency of the Scots, 
leuicd an f band of fixe thouſand horſemen, and forty thouſand 
on foote ; with which he marched into Scotland: And thoſe Inha- 
bitants (having intelligence of theſe vareſiſtable preparations ; 
and being apprebenſtue of their owne weakneſle) craucd,and ob- 
rained a Truce for foure Moneths, vpon condition to ſurrender 
ro king Edward , whatſocuer in his abſence they had taken from 
him : And alſo to ſubmir themſelues, if within that time Dead 
their depoſed king returned not our of France for thcir detence.

When this anſwer was returned, the French king (by his Pro- 
clamations) cauſed many t men at armes, and valiant 
Souldiers,to repaire tothe Conſtablc of France,to fight for honor 
and for their Country with king Hewrie : who being informed, that 
the day drew neere in whiclithe Frenchmen intended to giue him 
battailc ; placed his Army in good order and array, berwixt the 
Townes of Blangie,and of Agencourt,within the County of Saint 
Pal, | Ns 

This being done,the Conſtable of France,being brauely accom- 
panied with diuers greatand honourable perſonages, well experi 
enced Captaines, and luſty men of warrc, tothe number of tchree- 
ſcore thouſand on horſebacke ; beſides his Footmen, Pages, Wag- 
goners, & other attendants; approched neerc to the Engliſh armie; 
and placed them in good order of barraile, and-in the night time 
chey made great fires about their Standard,diſpoſed themſclues ro 
extraordinary mirth,and jollity,and made fuch ſure account of the 
ViRory on the next day (by reaſon of their great numbers,and for 
chat the Engliſh forces were ſo ſmall, fo weake,and fickly)thatthey 
tcll ro the cafting of lors for ſuch priſoners as they wouldtake.

and with much joy, 

Whenthe French king & the Dolphin were informed ofthe ſaid 
gteat and inſupporcable ouerthrow, it is not to bee womdred ar, if 
melancholy pafſions and much priefe ſurcharged them rothe ve- 
ric heart, and made them doubtfall of the cveve of this bafineſfe. 
But the flaughter ofche French prifoners, fooliſhly occafioned by 
the baſe artempr of Xebywer of Bonuyle, and of his companions, 
who cowardly ranſacked the Engliſh Campe and the kings Tents 
in the hcare and fury of the aforeſaid Barraile, perplexed them 
more than all the reſt : bur eſpecially rhe Dolphin ; who imprifo-

When this Proie was reuealed,and became fruitleſſc,the Ciri- 
zens of Orleance craucd preſent ſuccours from the Duke of A- 
lanſon ; whodid his beft to inſpire a new ſpirit of courage into the 
French King. - And ſo ſenſible was he of their extremities,and fo 
readyro rehenethem ; and fo extreamely negligent was the En- 
liſh Army. to attend their Watches in the night, becauſe woo 
and darknefſe ot the night) be conueyed many thouſand nr 
ſtore of all ſorts of prouitions, into rhe Towne.

The Protector (who brought with him thither five and twentice a 
thouſand men) entred intothe Dukes Countries of Flanders and tl 
Arthois : where he {lew,burnt,ranſacked,and wonne rich baoties 's 
at his owne pleaſure. And (without reſiſtance) hee a

| Callice ; and(with ſuch ſuperfluitic as he had gorten) 
and plentifully hee ſupplyed ir with all things which they wan 
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much troubled. For ewes the firft,being king of Scots(forgetting 
quice the manifold fauors and princely educarion, which, being a 
priſoner, he found within the kingdome of England) with thirtic 
thouſand men, had/for many weckes)beſieged the Caſtle of Rol- 
borough : which was valiamly defended by Sir &«/pb Grey . But 
the Earle of Northumberland {as he was appointed) prepared ro 
give him batraile,andrto remoue the ſiege. Whereof when notice 
was giucn to the Scotriſh Armie, they remoued, and fled with ex- 
traordinarie ſpeede into their owne Countrie. 

Abour the ſame time dyed Katherine , mother tothe 
King : who, after her husbands 

leaſure and contentment, thanthe py of her high and 
Candle eſtate) married a goodly Gent , named Owen Tu- 
ther : who(though his meanes were bur ſmall) yer was he deſcen- 
ded from Cadw ,the laſt king of the Britons : Andby her he 
had iſſue rwo ſonnes , halfe brothers to rhe king ; thatisto ſay, 
Edmund, and laſpar. This Edmezd was (by king Hewrie) created 
Earle of Richmond ; and tooke to wife the Lat: Margaret, ſole 
Daughter and Heire vato /#5w Dake of Somerſer ; an Ot ON 
her King Hewrie the Scuenth. And Jeſper was created Earle of 
Pembroke. 

Likewiſe, the Ladie /«quet (fiſter vnto the Earle of Saint Pas!, 
and Ducheſſe Dowager to /#5» Duke of Bedford, the lare Regent 
of France) contrary to her friends liking (yet to pleaſe her ſclfe) 
marrieda gallant Gentleman (who was much inferiour to her e- 
ſtate)named Sir &Kichard Wooduyle : whom (afterwards) the King 
made Baron Ryuers, and then Earle Ryuers : And by him/among 
many other children) ſhe had iſſue El/izeberh ; who was after) the 
wife of King Edwerdthe Fourth ; and was mother tothe Ladie 
Elizabeth, whom King Hemrie the Seuenth eſpouſed and rooke 
to wife. | 

It pleaſed the kings Councell of this Realme to diſcharge #- 
chard, Duke of Yorke,of his Regencie in France , and tocſtabliſh 
the Earle of Warwick in his place. Who embarked himſelfe ſeuen 
times, before he could ſer one foot in Normandic. Bur /atlaſt) his 
arriuall was fortunate and happy. And having intelligence, thar 
the, Duke of Burgoine, with renne thouſand men, lay ſtrongly en- 
trenched before Crotoy ; he ſent the Lords Talbot and Fawcon- 
bridge, Sir Thomas Kyriel, and many other valiant Captaines,with 
frue thouſand Engliſhmen, co raiſe that ſiege. But the Duke (fea- 
ring with his double number to encounter with his enemies) fled 


| with 
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and then hee returned into England z where hee found the Srate | 
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with his whole Armic vnto Abbeuyle. From whence hee becing 
cagerly purſued, and hourely dared to make a ſtand, andtoplay 
the man; he poſted ynto Amiens: where the En who dai- 
ly hunted after him) found him and his companies ſtrongly enclo- 

ed within the wals. Burt becauſe he played the Coward, & would 
not fight,the Lord Ta/bst entred into Picardy and Arthois: where 
(vnreſiſted) he waſted and conſumed the whole Countrie (the wal- 
led Townes, Caſtles, and Forts only excepted)and enriched all his 
Armie with Cartell, Money,Plate,and many otherthings of great 
worth and value. 

Sir Thom: Kyriel alſo ſurprized the Dukes Carriages and his 
Ordnance : all which booties were brought vnto Crorey, with as 
much vituals as would maintain fixe hundred men for one whole 
| yeare. Andallthe reſidue of thoſe ſpoyles hee ſent rothe Earle of 
Warwicke ; which aboundantly ſupplycd his great wants. 

The Earſc of Mortayne, ſon to Edmand Duke of Somerſet, by 
violent aſſaults tooke the Caſtle of Saint Auyan in Mayne, & flew 
therein three hundred Scots,and hanged allthe Frenchmen whom 
he found there ; becauſe Chauing once been ſworneto king Henry) 
they reuolted, and became French. 

Thus Fortune every day turned her Wheecle, making him who 
yeſterday wonne much, to day to loſe all, anc ſuddenly aduancing 
thoſe to great honour, whom former diſaſters had made miſerable 
and bare. Butthe Frenchmens Treaſons and Treacheries dai 
betrayed more Cities, Townes, and Caſtles, to the French king, 
than cirher the Engliſhmen could hold by Policie , or gaine by 


| Strength. 


Andalbcitthat by reaſon thereof hecomforted himſelfe ; and 
proſpcrous ſucceſſe accompanicd molt of his Atremprs : yet was 
hee (on a ſuddaine) checked by the open Rebellion of his eldeſt 
ſonne,the Dolphin of Vyen ; Who(bcing affiſted by the Dukes of 
Alanſon and of Burbon) vſurped the government of France, and 
by publike Edits divulged the inſufficicacic of his Father to rulc 
that kingdome. 

This Cloud threatneda ſhrewd ſtorme ; and begat this Que- 
ſion in his Father and in his Councellors of State: whetbey it were 
better to attempt the curmg of this Maladie by Cinill Werre and by let- 
ting of Bloud , or by Diſcretion and by Policie, without blowes ? The 
later Proie& being entertained,publike Proclamations were made 
in the French kings Name , by which he prohibited all his ſubie@s 
(vpon the paines of death) ro yeeldeany ſubieQtion to the!Dol- 
phins Commands, and pardoned all ſuch, as (by his perſwafions)

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had deuotedrhemicluesto his ſeruice. And moreover , ſundry

powerfull Mediators fo-preuailed, that the Dolphio, with his con- 

federates, were quicklyrreconciled, and ioy fully receiued into the 
ings favour. * ; 

Whilcft cheſe vnnaturall broyles breathed freſhhopes intorhe 
Engliſh Nation, thatParis might be regained ; they prepareda 
= Armic for that purpoſe. Bur by meancs of the ſaid reconci- 

iation and agreement, thoſe their defignes were ſtrangled in their: 
birth : their Armic was diflolued , and, being enforced to ſaile by 
a ſmaller Compaſle, they endeueuredroeffcct ſuch things as were 
proportianable to their ſtrength, andro winne thoſe things which 
were within their reach, FILIET L 
 Aboutthe ſametime (the ground being couered withathicke 


Clifford (clothing himſclfeand his followers all in white) paſſed in 
the night ſcaſon ouer the Ditches of Poathois (which nor long be- 
fore was trecherouſly ycelded ro the French king: ythe Wals they 
ſcaled ; entred in, ſlew the Watch, wonne the Town ,; killed the 
greater part of all che men found there and rooke many priſoners, 
' which yeelded them good ranſomes in a ſhort time. 

This bold attcmpe fo paſſionately vexcd the French King, that 
(in his owne perſon) hee came beforethe Towne with a great Ar- 
mie: with which, and with many Trenches, Baſtyles, Forts, and | 

ampiers, hee compaſſcd it round abanr, and gaue vntoit many | 
_ affaules . Inall which he loſtmuch, and was (corned by the 
beſieged. 

a hileſt hethus lay before the Towne, Richard Beauchampe, 
Earle of Warwicke,8 Regent of France,dycd : and Kcherd Duke 
of Yetke, was the ſecond time made Regent of that kingdome. 
Who{being accompanied withcheEarle of Oxford,the Lord Bour- 
chier Earle of Ewe, the Lord Talbot , and many others) raiſed a 
great Armie, repaired tothe ſiege, and dared the French king in- 
tothe field. Which hee refuſcd : and leauing his Ordnance in the 
ſtrongeſt Baſtyle of Saint Mar:yn, which he had ereed; heray- 
ſed his Siege inthe middeſt of the night , and went vnto Poyly. 
But in the morning, when che Engliſh Armie percciued, that their 
enemies had fearctully abandoned the place , and had letttheir 
Tents behinde them ; they poſicfled them with much joy , and 
found much riches, and fore ot all prouifions; with which they 
comforted themſclues and the Towne. And leauing there Sir 
Gerwaſe Clifion, wich a thouſand valiant men, todetend it, -and

| The French king , as ſooric as hee 
was ſo farre off ; entred intoa ſerious confideration of his cftate. 
And (being mindfull that the Pariſfians, by ofren ſcandals ,- had 
reproued his faintheart) anc thatthe Towne of- Ponthioys was 
ancuillenemie co chat Citic > Toregaine his reputation and ho- 
nor, by winning of chat Towne, hee vied extraordinary expediri- 
on, and with a puiflane Armiche it roundabout : And 
{becauſe bee feared, left ſmall delayes might deprive him of his 
hopes) he aſlaulrcd it, almoſteuery houre, and loſt before it abouc | 
three thouſand men . Bur inthe end he wonne the Towne, and 
llaughtercd fourc hundred Engliſhmen ; the reft of them were ta- 
ken Priſoners, and ordcred according to the French kings will. 
And when he had thus prevailed, divers other Cities and Townes 
(greedily embracing all reports of their kings valour)trecherouſly 
reuolred, and became French.

T he Hiſtory of King 


che kings perſon , and of this kingd ome, diſliked much the yn- 
duc proceedings of his Vncle,the ric h Cardinal of Wincheſter, & 
of the Archbiſhop of Yorke : Who(withour his conſent ; orthe 
kings Warranc) arrempted, and did many publike things for their 
own profit and priuate gainc.For the reformation wherof, he pre- 
ferred vato the king, certaine Articles againſt them : Thecoafi- 
deration of which, was referred to the Priuie Councell.” Bur be- 
cauſe rhe moſt of them were Clergie-men, they afforded no man- 
ner of redreſſe, whereat the Proteor was much diſpleaſed, Bur 
co require him wirh more vexation , and a trouble, they 
cauſed the Ladie Eleenor his wife,to bee accu dconuided for 
conſpiring of the Kings death with Witches, and luch like grace- 
leſſe e : for which ſhee was enforced three times ro doe pub- 
like * rasmunf in the Citie of London, and afterwards ſhe was com- 
mitted to perperuall Impriſonment. Bur divers of her condemaed 
aſſociates were cxecured, and put to ſundrie kindes of death. 

And now to returnetothe French Warres : King Hearie (ig re- 
gard of former ſeruices, and of furure hopes of the like perfor- 
mance) created the Lord 1066» Ta/bot Earle of Shrewsburic, and 
ſent him into Normandie, withrhree thouſand ſeleted men, tor 
the better ſecuring of that Duchic. In which expedition, he wor- 
thily demeaned himſcltc, and won much honour. 

This veare the Counteſſe of Coming in Guyen, dycd without 
ifue : and her inheritance was claymed by the French King. And 
likewiſe the Earle of Arminacke prerended himſelfe co be her next 
heire. And to ſtrengrhen himſclte the berter ro gaine hisrighc, he 
offered his daughter in marriage to king Hearie , with the gitr of 
much money, and with the ſurrendring into his kands, of all ſuch 
territories & polleflions within the Duchie of Aquirain, & Guyen 
as (either by conqueſt, or by deſcent)did belong vaco bum. - 

This offer was on hearkacd vato, and a by the 
king, who(by his Ambaſladours) was publikely offercd co the ſaid 
Lady, Bur the French king , minding rather to prevent dangers 
beforethey come, than co remoue them after they were hapned) 
ſo ſuddenly inuaded the {aid Earles, Countries and Dominions 
withaa Armic : that (with ſmall or no rcſiftance) he quickly made

After this vitoric was thus obcaincd, the king beſtowed many 
rich and princely gifts vpon his Lords and Gen which ſcr- 
ved him fairhbfully and valianely in his warres: and with tuch fami- 
Laricic and kindenefle demeancd himſelfe among them, thar they 
were confidently affured of his love. He alſo ſhared aod diuided 
the lands and goods of his ſlaine cnemies among his ſouldiers, 
and wonne their hearts by his great bountic. He augmented ſome 


Aſcriptions he minted others. Hee publiſhed ſundry proieQs, and 
effeted them for the commoditic and welfare of his people. Hee 
pardoned ſuch as had borne Armes againſt him in the field, or elſe- 
| where, vpen their humble ſubmiffion and contrition for their of- 
fence, He buildedfirong Forts, Caſtles, Rampiers,and Bulwarkes, 
vpon the Sca-coaſts, to probibite his enemies landing within this 
Kingdome. And on the maine land hee did the like, to hinderall 
traiterous Rebels fromcolleRing of new forces to do him harme. 
And whileſt king Edward was thus diſpoſing of his affaires, and 
ordering the buſineſſes of the Common-weale, king Hewry, who 
in a diſguiſed faſhion (for ſome ſecret purpoſc) was travelling to- 
wards London, was taken in the North,and brought vato kingEd- 
werd , vihocommitted him to a ſtrait impriſonment within the 
Tower of London. And when he had ſerled and ordered his eſtate 
and kingdome, becauſe hee was youngand [uttic,about the age of 
fourc and twentic yearcs, hee was catreatcd by his Councell and 
Nobilitie, roconſider of his ſucceſſion, and to take a wite, wherc- 
unto he willingly gaue conſent.

All theſe preſenting themfclues afarre off, and 
aduancing their Srandard,and crying, A #erwicke, A Warwicke,lo 
incredibly daunted and confoundedtheWelchmen,who ſuppoſed 
thac the Earle of Warwick was comethither with another Armie, 
thatthey began to flyc, and were on the ſudden ouerthrowne, and 
more than fue thoyſand of them were ſlaine.

This fortunate ſuccefle animared ſundry lewd and ill diſpoſed 
people of Northamptonſkire roenter into new broiles, inſomuch | 
charthey (making a notorious Raſcall,named Rebin of Riddsſdale, 
their Capraine) cntred into the Manour of Grafton, where they 
apprehended tbe Earle Kysers, whom they loued not,and Sir fobn 
his ſonne,carricd them ro Northampton, and withour queitioning, 
withrhem, araiy legal}procecding, ftmote off their heads.

Wherefore beeing ac- | 
companied with foure hundred and threeſcore horſe, bec paſſed | 
by Graucling, Dunkerke, Newport,and by Odenburgh,f was cue-| 
ry where met and ſaluted by the Noblemen and Gentry of rhoſe 
Countries. And comming towards Brudges, he was met one milc 
out of the Towne by the Emperour himlſelfe, and by the Prime 
and Flower of all his Court. Where the Emperour did him the 
more reucrence principally for two cauſes : Firſt, becanſc he was 
informed ofthe large extent of his commiſsion, granted by King 
Henry. And ſecondly, becauſe the great feale of the kingdome of 

d was in thoſe Countries borne with great ſtate before him, 
which ſcemed to bee the chicfeſt marke and badge by which king 
Hewry would expreſle the extraordinary truſt & confidence which 
hee repoſedin him ; when as in truth and indeed hee foolifhly and

well contented,that the Queene ſhould make choyſe of the grea- 
teſt Clerkes,and of the beſt learned men within. his kingdome, to 
defend and to maintaine her cauſe : Wherupon he eletcd williem 
warbem Archbiſhop of Canterbury, And Nicol«s Wet Biſhop of 
Ely,who were Doctors of the Laws,and 7ohn Fiſher Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter,and Henry Standiſh Biſhop of Aſaph, who were Doors 
of Diuinity,and ſome others : And they /as occaftons did require) | 
did for her aſmuch therein,as by wit and learning could be done. 
Now for the proſecuting of this buſineſſe,the two Legates cau- 
ſed a ſtately Court tobe ercaed ar the Black-fryers in the great 
Hall,in which (forthem) were placed two Chaires and two great 
Cuſhions,couered oger with cloth ofgold : And (atthe appointed 
day )the twoLegates tooke their places; but the Cardinal of York 
(as his cuſtome was) preferred his elder brother Campeius to the 
lefthand : and then, hauing cauſed their commiſſion publikely to 
be read, the King and the Queene were cytcd in their owne per- 
ſons,or by their ProQors, ro appeare. T he King by his Proctors 
ſubmitted himſclfero the Apoftolical authoriry and power, which 
by the Pope to the two Legates was giuen. Burt the Queene her 
ſelfe (being accompanied with many Lords, Knights, Gentlemen, 
Ladics, and Gentlewomen, and hauing firſt done great reuerence 
tothe Legates) appealed from them ( as from Indges which were 
not comperent,and indifferent to determine berwixr the Queene 
and King)rothe CourtarRome, This appeale they allowed not : 
but in the fame Court they fate weekely. And beforethem niany 
learnedand fubrill diſpurations touching the lawfulneſſe, and aHo 
concerning the inſufficiencic of that mariage, were daily made be- 
forcthem. ! YE; Bc 
But the King ( perceiuing that no quicke diſpatch was vſed, 
though oftentimes deliberately they conſulted Y came with the 
ucenc into the ſaid Court, where his Maicftic folemnly protc- 
ſted his infinite loue towards her; acknowledging'her-ro be the 
molt amiable, louing , kinde,, dutious, modeſt, and ſweeteſt wife, 
that (hee thought )was in the whole world : And that therefore

Within few dayes after, the king being informed, that after the 
laſt day of that moneth of Iuly, the Legates would not firany 
more, vntill the fourth day of October, He was thercat vexed and 
troubled aboue meaſure : Wherefore (art the next ſitting) hee ſent 
the Dukes of Norfolke,and of Suffolke,with ſome other Lords, to 
the Legates ; requeſting them ro diſpatch their iudiciall ſentence 
one way or other,that long delaies might not augment theanguiſh 


neſt manner delivered their meſſage in the open Court. Butby 
Campeins it was anſwered, Thatthere was yearly, and of cnftome 
a ceſſation in the Court of Rome, betwixrt the aforeſaid daies,from 
all Legall proceedings wharſocuer.: And thar, if any ſentencein 
the Interim were giuen,it was vtterly voyd in Law and of no force 
atall : And thercforc, ſecingrhat their Court was a branch of the 
Courr of Rome, they could not (vntil the day prefixed)intermedle 
any further in that buſines.

men, Francis Brian, lohn Ruſſel, Anthontt Browne, John Rainsford, 
George Cobham, Giles Huſſey, chard Cornwal, lohn Cornwallis, The- 
m4 Moore, and ſome others. Anddaily other brave and warlike 
exploits, were ſtill madeand performed in Brittaine,neare vntothe 
Sea coaſts: Of which it will be too tedious ro make particular rela- 
tion : ncither will wee much buſie our (clues with the diſcourſe of 
ſuch things as hapned berwixt the Empcrour, and the French king, 
in thcir warres ; becauſe they doe not properly belong to the Hi- 
ſtoric of this kingdome. 

The King (who was informed that the Duke of Albanic inten- 
ded toinuade the Northern marches of his Realme ) commanded 
the Lord Roos, and the Lord Dacres of the South( by an anticipa- 
ting warre)toenter intorhe Burders of Scotland, with a flight Ar- 
mic; which they did, and burnt foureſcore Hamblets, Villages. 
and Townes, razcd, and deſtroyed diuers Caſtles, Bulwarkes, and 
Towers ; forraged their fields, and without any encounter retur- 
ned into England. The King likewiſe made the Earle of Shrewsbu- 
ry Licutenant generall of the North, whoſe charge was, to make 
ſtrong prouiſion, to withſtand all ſodaine inuaſtons, which the 
Scors ſhould attempt to make. 

And likewiſe, hee leuied an Armic of twelue thouſand men, 
which hee commended tothe Goucrnment of the Admirall, for 
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the ſupply and maintenance of his warres in France. 
Thus the King, being daily imployed, and wanting money to | 
defray his charge; by way of loane vpon priuie Scales, hee bor- 
rowed of the Cutie of London twentic thouſand pounds : and of 
many others great ſummes of money ; in all Shires and Provinces 
within his kingdome, whereat his Subies much gricued : But af- 
terwards they were much more diſplcaſed therear, becauſe the 
ſaid loanes by an AR of Pailiament, were clearely releaſed to the 
King. And yerfor all this, #o//cy (by ſtrange commiſſions, and 
by other valawfull mcanes, without the Kings conſent or notice ) 
endeuoured to raiſc, andto leuic more money, as formerly wee 
hauc hcard.

owne, named Edmand Moody, had not quickly plucked his bead 
out of the dirt. 

Aboutthis time dyed the moſt Noble,and ViQorious, Them: 
Howard Duke of Norfolke,and was honourably buried at Ther- 
ford in his owne Countrie; eve Tre 
The King ( whofor along time bad wantonly conucrſed with 
2 beautifull, and a laſciuious Gentlewoman of his Court, named 
Elizabeth Blunt )begate on hera ſonne,who by the king was called 


Hepwrie Fitz Rey : This young ( being now ofthe age of 
ſixe yeares ) was by the King created Earle of Nottingham, and 
forthwich Duke of Richmond. And at the ſame time the Lord 
Henrie Courtney, Coſen tothe King, was made Marques of 
Exeter : the Lord Henrie Brandes, the eldeſt ſonneof the Duke of 
Suffolke,and of the French Marie his wife ( being burrwo 
yeares old ) was created Earle of Lincolne.. Sir Thowss Manners 


Lord K9os,was made Earle of Rutland:and Sir Henrie Clifford was 
creatred Earle of Cumberland : and Sir Robert Ratclife, Lord Fitz 
water,was made Earle of Suſlex : and Sir Thew«« Bal/cin,the Trea- 
ſurer of che Kings houſhold, was made Lord Rochford: And thus, 
in regard of great ſeruiceshongrably performed, the king required 
cham ſuch honours, as were anſwerable to their deſerts and 
The: Regent of France(foreſccing what preſent miſcrie 
was likely ro ruinate that Eſtate and Kingdome, if in time by care- 
full providence it were not preyented)) fene Monleur de Zrjoud, 
chicfe Prefidentof Paris, and ſome other Lords, Ambaſſadors in- 
ro d: who not only ( accordingto their commilsion) in a 
moſt ſubmiſsiue and an hamble ſorr confeſled the injuries, andthe 
wrongs done by the French Nation __, Henry,andto his ſub- 
ics, by ſcaandland, aheabloce King Frexch, but ( for 
arequirall and ſatisfaRion thercof ) and for the arrerage of his tri- 
bure, they made offerto pay vato the King the ſumgac of twenty 
hundred aftierhouſand n

crownes; whereof | | ſer 
ling ſhould be paid in hand, and ficting ſecyritic (bool bee given 
forthe reſt : they alſo promiſed the continuance gf.the ſaid iti- 
bute,and afſumedro pay Queene Adaryeher dowriogacd all the ar- 
rerages thereof, if the King would grant them peace, and receiue 
them into his loue and fauour. 
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The King and his Counſell hauing ſeriouſly conſidered of theſe 
morions and large offers ( for many important cauſes ) aflented ro 
rheir requeſts, and cauſed thoſc his concluſtons and agreements to 
| be proclaimed folemnely,both in England and in France, and re- 
ceived both money and good ſecurine accordingly. 

Burt bertwixt King Henrie and his nephew the Emperor ( by the 
ſubtill praiſes and crafric judgglings of Themes wolſey, Cardinall 
of Yorke) warres were denounced with cuill rermes, bur little or 
nothing was done thereon, ſauing that in England, Spaine, and in 
the Low-Countries, the Merchants of either Nation, and their 
goods and ſubſtanee were attached, to the infinite Joſſe and da. 
mage of them all : but ypon ſeuerall truces oftentimes concluded, 
_ againe broken, they were releaſed,and againe arreſted ; where- 
by the ancient ſaying of the Poer was truly verified :

when Princes iarre, and for rexenge doe ſceke, 
The meaner ſort mutt pay for their diſlike. 


But in this place we muſt now obſerue, Thar in regard of thoſe of- 
ten concluded truces, and in regard of the peace which vnited the 
kingdomecs of England, France and Scotland in one minde; little or 
nothing worthic of our diſcourſe ( more than hath tormerly beene 
written) hapnedin ixc of the next enſuing yeares; for the greater 
part of that time was ſpent and conſumed in debatings, enqui- 
rings, ordering, handling, and diſpoſing of the bufineſle of the 
Kings marriage with the Ladic Katherine of Spaine, ſoractime his 
brothers wife. 

And now the King ( whoin a manner was wholly guided and 
direcd by the priuate aduice and counſellof his chicfe fauourite, 
Thomas Cromwell (ſortimes {cruant ro Cardinall wo/ſey) whom he 
had madea Paron, and a Counſeller of State) proceeded daily 
more and more to diminiſh,nay ( by ſucceeding Sr ) clearely 
and abſolutely toabrogate, and ro make voide the claimed power 
and authoriry of the Pope within this Realme, Inſo much,that 
in his Parliament he procured it to be enacted for a law, That the 
penaltic of the Premunire ſhould bee inflicted vpon the bodies, 
lands and goods of cuery ſuch perſon, as for any matter, thing, or 
cauſe wharſocuer, appealed to the See of Rome, or did procure 
from thence any Proceſſe, Citation, Inhibition, Suſpenſion, Sen- 
rence, or Iudgement whatſocucr. 

And in the next Seſsion of the ſame Parliament (to pleaſc, and

About this time,diuers treaſonable practiſes (by malicious and 
lewd Conſpirators) were ſurmiſed and intimated tro haue bcene 
intended, and contriucd. againſt he Kings perſon, by the Lord Da- 
cres of the North, And thereupon he was indictedand arraigned ; 
but the guiltleſſe and well affected Lord (with ſuch a temperate 
boldneſle, and with ſuch a modeſt courage ) ſo diſcreetly, and fo 
wiſely defended his innocencie, againſt thoſe falſe ſuggelters, that 
he was freely acquited anddifcharged,fromall ſuſpition,and from 
all blame. Bur (by the whole Parliament ) E:1z4beth Burton (nick- 
The he/y named the holy maide of Kent ) and her Companions in miſchicfe 
mar of Kent | ( who vnder an hypocritical ſhew and ſhadow of Religious deuo-

| The next yeare the King in Parliament was made and acknow- 
 ledgcd tobe the ſupreme head of the Church within all his Coun- 
tries and Dominions, in all Spirituall and Ecclefiaſticall things 
' and caules : and the Popes Bulles, Pardons, tndulgences,and othcr 
| Inſtruments of the like nature, were vtterly baniſhed, fruſtrated, 
made voide,and of none ctfeQ, validitie, or force concerning the 
King and his Subicts. Andlikewiſe the Firſt Fruits and Tenths 
of all Bene iccs and Ecclefiaſticall dignities and promotions were 
in the ſam< Parliament giuen and granted to the King, and to his 
heires and ſucceflors for euer. 

And not long after, Queene CH#ne ( ſometimes the Kings dea- 
reſt wife ) was beheaded ; yet innocently, as at her death ſhce reli- 
gioully proteſted, and as all men preſent did belecue, for that it 
was vniuſtly (urmiſed,and fallly reſtified, that ſhe had inceſtuouſly 
conucrſed with and proſtitured her body tothe Lord Rechford, her 
owne brother, who likewiſc ( with ſome others ) recciued the like 
ſentence, and were put todeath. 


after { maricd a vertuous anda faire Gentlewoman, whole name 
was [ane, the daughterot Sir /#h# Seymor Knight, who bare vnto 
hima goodly Prince, named Edward, who ſucceeded, and was 
King : but within few dayes after his birth the good Queene dicd. 

We haue formerly heard, that James the fourth, King of Scots, 
was {laine at Flo4den Ficld.
